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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-11 and 24 - 37 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: 

2. Regarding claim 1 , none of the prior art of record teaches a piezoelectric element 
comprising a first electrode film, a layered piezoelectric film including a first thin 
piezoelectric film provided on the first electrode film and a second thin piezoelectric film 
provided on the first thin piezoelectric film and a second electrode film provided on the 
layered piezoelectric film, wherein the layered piezoelectric film is made of 
rhombohedral or tetragonal perovskite oxide having preferred orientation along the 
(111) plane, the first and second thin piezoelectric films are aggregates of columnar 
grains, respectively, which are continuously linked to each other, the columnar grains of 
the second thin piezoelectric film have a larger average cross-sectional diameter than 
the columnar grains of the first thin piezoelectric film and the ratio of the thickness of the 
layered piezoelectric film to the average cross-sectional diameter of the columnar grains 
of the second thin piezoelectric film is 20 to 60 inclusive. 

3. Claims 1-11 and 24 - 37 are allowed because they depend from or otherwise 
include the limitations of allowed independent claim 1 .
